Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Since the representative was not of record, discussion was based 
on the contents of the published application. The representative argued that claims 8, 18, and 20 require tubes of 
different sizes and that this feature was not shown in the reference to Linzer. The examiner noted that the claims in 
question refer to the diameters of a first set of tubes and a second set of tubes, which can be interpreted to refer to the 
diameter of the group of tubes taken together rather than the diameter of the individual tubes in each set. An 
amendment clarifying that the diameter is that of the individual tubes in each set would appear to define over the prior 
art of record, but further seach and consideration would be necessary. The representative argued that a gap in the 
longitudinal direction of the thermal buffer rods is required in claims 11, 13, and 20, but is not shown by the art of 
record. The examiner will review the references based on this argument. The representative noted that the thermal 
buffer rods have thermal capacity at least equal to the tubes, and that the buffer rods have diameters greater than that 
of the tubes in the second set of tubes. It was also noted that the rods of Linzer are shorter than the tubes and only 
cover the entrance, while the rods of the present invention are the same length as the tubes. No agreement was 
reached as to whether amendments based on these argument would be allowable. Further search and consideration 
would be necessary. 
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
